GROWERS COMBINE 


Raisin Growers Drop Co-Operative Plan to Incorporate—New 0 ganization 


Stocked tor Three Million Dollars, Half in Bonds. 


Fresno.—The Raisin Growers' 
as- 


sociation, that has been in disruption 


' during the present season, voted to 
reorganize on corporation lines in- 
stead of along the co-operative lines 
followed In the old organization. 
The 


details of tho organization were re- 
ferred to a commission of seven. The 
result of the meeting is hailed 
with 


delight by the raisin growers of the 
valley, who have lost much by the 
failure of the organization to get to- 
gether this fall. 


The growers 
present 
represented 


three-fourths of the output of grapes 
used in the fortification of sweet wines 
and a resolution protesting 
against 


the Imposition of a tax on the brandy 
used in Ihe fortification of 
sweet 


wines was passed. This resolution was 
addressed to the California ropresen- 
latives in congress and calleel upon 
them 
to work against the measure 


calling for a tax on the kind of brandy 
in question. 


The general plans of organization of 


the raisin men on a corporation basis 
were outlined In a speech by M. Theo 
Kearney and by unanimous vote of the 
growers a committee consisting of W. 
A. Long, W. B. Nichols, V. H. H. Mac- 
Lymont, M. Theo. Kearney, M. F. 
Tarpey, C. M. Blowers and W. S. Good- 
fellow was instructed to draft the ar- 
ticles of incorporation and detailed 
plans of organizalion. 


The general plans call for a stock 


company, with acreage of grapes as a 
basis. It will carry $3,000,000 In stock 
based on acreage with power to Issue 
$1,500.000 in bonds. The company will 
erect and control Us own 
packing 


houses and seeded raisin plants. The 
profit that in other yeai'3 has gone 
to private concerns is expected to go 
into the coffers-of the big corpora- 
tion. 


The 
resolution 
concerning 
the 


branely tax reads, in part, as follows: 


"Whereas, The commissioner of in- 


ternal revenue has recommended that 
a tax be placet^ upon brandy used in 
Ihe fortification of sweet wines, and 


"Whereas, Relying upon the 
con- 


tinuance of its integrity of the pres- 
ent sweet wine law, an enormous acre- 
age of sweet wine grapes has been 
planted, representing an investment 
of many millions of dollars, which will 
be jeopardized by the increaseel cost 
in the manufacture of sweet wine, so 
limiting the market as to preclude the 
possibility of providing an outlet for 
the production of such planting. 


"Resolved, That the grape growers, 


in c/)iiVRIItlon 
assembled, believing 


that the benefits to the revenue of the 
general government which would be 
derived from the adoption of the com- 
missioner's recommendation are not 
commensurate with the distress and 
ruin to a struggling California indus- 
try which would ensue therefrom, do 
request the senators and representa- 
tives in congress of the Pacific coast 
to respectfully Implore the president 
and the aelministraUon not to 
press 


the repeal or alteration of the present 
sweet wine law."

RAISING TURKEYS. 


Margaret C. Daly tells nn interest- 


ing story a column long in Comnier- 
c.ni Poultry about her success In rais- 
ing turkeys, from which a lew para- 
graphs nre taken: 


Wo never feed before the third day. 


This would seem a long time did we 
not l;now that the 
newly 
hatched 


chick or poult can live a week without 
food. 
A little wholesome neglect in 


the matter of early feeding and more 
attention to other details would save 
the lived of ninny poults. 
As to the 


kind of food, almost nny dry food will 
answer, more depending 
upon 
the 


4iialii.i 
and 
condition of food than 


upon (he. Kind. 
I have never thought 


it advisable to use hard-boiled egg as 
a rtrat feed, because the pouit, having 
just absorbed the yolk of this 
eggs 


from which it was hatched, 
would 


probably like a change of diet. 


Pinhead oatmeal, or, as it Is some- 


times called, steel-cut oats, Is very 
apt to become wormy. 
Many break- 


fast foods also become wormy, and 
can be obtained for about, t cent per 
pound. 
If your grocer haa no wormy 


food hi stock he can obtain It for you 
from his wholesale dealer. 
Where 


possible, obtain several different, kinds 
and mix them. 
When the food Is so 


finely ground as to waste If fed In 
dry state it must be wut a l i t t l e with 
water or milk. 


So many ask how many times a day 


young turkeys should 
bo 
fed. The 


quantity and quality make much more 
difference than the num'bcir of times 
per day. Feed just what they will eat 
up clean In a. short time. Give a little 
less than they require ral.hor than 
any more. 
Our poults aro fed a var- 


iety, three times a day. It has been 
said that, chicks could be fed 
five 


times a day or once a day, provided 
the same amount of food was given at 
one time as was given In the 
five 


limes. One feed a day might answer, 
but it. is hardly advisable. 


TEA IN CALIFORNIA. 


Tea growing in California may well 


be a subject worthy of investigation 
since the success 
attained 
In, South 


Carolina for several years past would 
certainly indicate that many parts of 
California must be quite as well adapt- 
ed to its growth. The Rural Press of 
San Francisco thus refers to the sub- 
ject. 


"Tfifi. plants have bc*!\ grown in 


California in a small way for the last 
forty years or more. 
In early times 


there was quite a large plantation in 
Rl Dorado county and fine 
expecla- 


tlon of producing tea was Indulged in, 
The 
difficulty in producing tea ap- 


parently lies In the impossibility of 
getting labor to gather the leaves and 
manipulate them In competition with 
the cheap labor of Asia. 
What the 


quality of the product would bo as 
compared 
with the Asiatic product 


has not. yet. been determined. 
The 


plant grows well, is certainly as hardy 
as an orange tree and probably con- 
siderably more hardy. 
You can get 


tea seed from any one who Is import- 
ing Japanese plants, but you would 
probably have to place an order in ad- 
vance, because there IH no local de- 
mand which would warrant a dealer 
in keeping a supply of fresh tea seed 
and unless the seed Is fresh it 
IK 


worthless."—-The Herald.

UNTIMELY ORANGE BLOOM. 


Horticultural Commissioner 
C. A. 


May of Pasadena discusses the query 
as to the cause of the untimely bloom- 
ing of orange trees in the December 
second Issue of the California Cultiva- 
tor and makes suggestions worthy of 
•Utertion. 
After noting the fact that 


orange trees hi many parts of the 
country have been blooming at times 
through the summer and fall, he says: 


In some cases Individual trees are 


as full of bloom as at the time of an- 
nual blooming In the spring. This de- 
notes an abnormal condition of the 
tree, due, we believe to a lack of mois- 
ture for the whole root system of the. 
tree, resulting In a semi-dormant, con 
dltlon of the tree. The cause Is evi- 
dently a lack of sufficient storage of 
water In the subsoil. The cementing 
of the soil by repealed Irrigation, pre- 
vents the irrigation water going down 
below the hard strata under the culti- 
vated surface soil, to the lower part 
of the root system of the trees, the 
subsoil becoming also hard and dry. 
Where the wfater for Irrigation IH run 
in furrows between the rows one way 
only, there is also a dry ridge on the 
row, that this year Is dried out, thus 
quite a portion of the'root system of 
the tree is In absolutely dry ground. 


In years past wo have had Instances 


whuve. rows of orange trees next, to 
hedge and street trees have blossomed 
out of season: this would seem to sub- 
stantiate our theory of a lack of moist- 
ure, as the hedge and street trees ab- 
sorbed a largo part of the available 
moisture, producing a semi-dormant 
condition of the orange trees. Orange 
trees blooming out of season Is noth- 
ing new, for it. has occurred in former 
years when the right conditions were 
In force. There is no doubt, but. that 
the abnormal blooming 
of 
orange 


trees is at all times injurious, as It Is 
a waste of the tree's vital forces, and 
especially Is this true at this time of 
the year when the bloom reduces the 
reserve material stored up during the 
main growing season of the tut minor 
and early fall, for the blossom 
and 


setting of the. fruit for the coming 
crop of next year. 


The dropping of the young oranges 


ami the failure to set. sufficient fruit 
for a full crop Is duo either to liiu 
failure, from some cause, of the tree 
to store up sufficient reserve material 
In the form of sugar and .starch for 
the spring blooming and setting of 
fruit, or to the depletion of thu tree's 
stored material tiy abnormal blooming 
or druCtH made on the reserve store by 
scale.—The Hern Id,

four Kinds of Shirk* Which §*••« 


in the Front Rank for Stxe. 


At the mention of giant fishes many 


young folk will nt once think of tho 
sharks, 
among 
which, Indeed, 
nt'O 


t'ound the largest existing fishes. Of 
the numerous kinds of sharks note- 
worthy on account of their size thero 
are four In the front rank; these are 
the 
sleeper 
shark, 
the 
man-enter 


shailt, 
the 
basking shark and tho 


whale sharR. 


The sleeper shark, whsse scientific 


name 
(Soumlosus 
mlcrocephnlus, 


meaning sleepy 
smnll-headed 
fish) 


fits it so admirably, appears to have 
developed its body nt the expense of 
its brain for it Is a sluggish, stupid 
glutton, aliout six times as long as th« 
average man. Its koine Ifi in the Arc- 
tic regions, but it sometimes mnkes 
visits ns far south as Massachusetts, 
Oregon and the British Isles. 
It is 


usually soon lying quietly at the sur- 
face, apparently dozing, and is easily 
approached by vessels; but sometimes, 
when hungry, It rouses Itself and goes 
in search of Its proy, fiercely attack- 
Ing and Injuring whales, apparently 
unconscious of the great difference Iti 
their respective slues. 


One of the largest, nnd perhaps tho 


most 
formidable, 
of 
sharks Is tlia 


"man-eater," or great 
blue 
shnrk 


(Cnrchnrodon 
carcharlas). 
It ronms 


through all temperate nnd 
tropical 


seas, and is everywhere dreaded. 
Its 


maximum length is forty feet and Its 
teeth ore three Inches long. 
While 


there are few authentic records of 
sharks attacking human beings, there 
have Undoubtedly been many cases of 
sharks simply swallowing people who 
have fallen overboard, just as they 
would swallow any other food. 
How 


ensy it would bo for a mnn-enter to 
devour.a person may t« judged from 
the 
finding of 
n 
whole 
hundred- 


pound sea lion In the stomach of n 
thirty-foot shark on the 
California 


coast. A certain man-eater, thirty-six 
and n half feet long, had Jaws twenty 
inches wide Inside and teeth two nnd 
n half Inches long. 


The basklng-shark, known also as 


the elephant shark and 
bone-shark 


(Cetorhlnus maxlmus) Is nn inhabit- 
ant of the polar seas, but Is occasion- 
ally observed ns far south as Virginia 
and California, and Rome years ago 
Was not rare on the English and New 
Engiand coasts. 
It reaches a maxi- 


mum leright of fifty feet, and Is ex- 
ceeded In size by only thret or four 
eninmta now alive. Provided with 
small teeth, It feeds on fishes and 
lion ting crustaceans, and Is not of a 
ferocious disposition. It is dangerous 
only because of its great bulk, and 
when attacked its powerful tall easily 
demolishes small boats. The basking 
chnrk was formerly hunted on 
tho 


coasts of Norway and Ireland for Its 
nil. 
it VvTlft uinO SOtight OH the shOTCS 


of Massachusetts In the early part of 
tix last century, and many of these 
sharks from twenty-flve to thirty-eight 
feet long were recorded. The liver of 
n 
large specimen sometimes yielded 


twelve barrels of oil. 


The largest of all fishes, the largest 


of all cold-blooded animals, and 
the 


largest of all existing whales, Is tho 
whole shark (Rbineodon typicus), orig- 
inally discovered at the Cape of Good 
Hope, but 
now known 
In 
Japan, 


India, South America, Panama. Cali- 
fornia and elsewhere, n specimen hav- 
ing recently been obtained In Florida. 
This shark Is mild to attain a length 
of seventy feet, nnd Is known to ex- 
ceed fifty feet.—St. Nicholas.

Closed Land Possesses Great Pnscl* 


nation for Ktplorore. 


Tibet Is the least known region on 


th« habitable globe, though 
teeming 


with features of interest for the scien- 
tist, the ethnologist and the student of 
aboriginal mankind In general, says 
the Booklorers' Magazine. For many 
ycnrs this great "closed land" has pos- 
sessed extraordinary fascination 
for 


travelers nnd explorers, but the well- 
nigh Insurmountable physical barriers 
and the barbarous hostility of the Ti- 
betans havo often frustrated the most 
Indomitable nnd persevering explorers. 


Forming a high tableland nlmost In 


the very center of the Asiatic conti- 
nent, thousands of feet "above the sea 
level, surrounded on nil sides by moun- 
tain ranges nmong tho highest In the 
world, nnd covered 
throughout 
Its 


whole extent with appalling deserts, 
vast salt-swamps nnd Immense ice-cov- 
ered plains, Tibet la not n land which 
would attract the traveler In search 
of beauties of landscape. 
When one 


has traveled through its arid wilds tho 
impression left on memory is that of 
n combined Saharan desert nnd antarc- 
tic ice plain. 
Never a tree is soon, 


nnd scarcely a (lower, except for a few 
months In the year. Mountains cover- 
ed with soil, which, by thrift and In- 
dustry, might be made productive, are 
left In their wild state for the growth 
of coarse grasses, furnishing scanty 
pasturage for 
the 
small 
herds 
of 


scrawny cattle. More favored regions 
arc Inhabited by small herds of wild 
asses, antelopes and yak, affording 
subsistence to n sinister and uncouth 
population. 


The sterility of the landscape Is re- 


flected in the natives. 
It would be 


Impossible to Imnglne n people more 
unenlightened nnd barbarous. No spark 
>f civilization has yet made Itself felt

proper pitch of excitement the priest 
dips the feiither tips Into the water, 
lifts the Jar with them nnd holds It 
suspended for a minute or two at a 
height leveB with his face or breast.
